It Avill be recalled that iu the fall of !!):!(), 


\vheu the Democratic spellbinders were- ringing 
the welkin, their high, low and middle note was 
to the efl'ect that if Mr. Hardinjr Avas elected 
it would mean a representative of the "Senate 
oli^urcliv'' in the Presidt'iiey. 
Mi-. Mark Sulli- 


van, a political writer of independent, expres- 
sion, sums .up in the Xortk American Jtrr-icw. 
the .result of the first year of M'r. TJardint; in 
this .succinct manner: 


''Within a very short time after Mr. llardin»' 


took office, it was apparent that the center, 
both of power and of public attention, was in 
the White House and not iu the Senate. 
This 


was due partly to President Hardinjr's own 
•sense of the dignity and responsibility of his 
office, together with .a lirmness 
of 
character 


which expressed itself not-at ail in.bullying the 
Senate, nor in driving it, nor OVL-U' leading it, 
but rather in a quiet and steady devotion to 
the responsibilities laid upon his own'ollice by 
the Constitution. 
Further than, that, it de- 


veloped not only that'the occupant of the White 
Hou.se was a man of strength and firmness, but 
also that those ^Republican Senate leaders who 
might have been expected to compose the "oli- 
garchy,"" if there was to be one, turned out, tin- 
der the conditions existing,.to have less rather 
than more of the strength-and prestige or-dinnr- 
ily associated with Senate leadership." 


This expresses just about what the country 


has been conscious of for some time. If there 
was such a thing as- a Senate oligarchy/it got 
its power as much from the ubiquitous tactics 
of .Mr. Wilson as it did from a- native ability 
of its own. 
President Harding lias taken half 


of the power from any Senate clique by adopt- 
ing tactics different from those, of. his prede- 
cessor. 
Having lost the quality of coherence 


resulting from continual war with Mr. Wilson, 
the Senate "oligarchy." if such there was, fell 
short upon the necessity of showing the qualify 


of leadership.

And.the Senate found that to originate and 


maintain leadership of a positive kind, un- 
nourished by ill-tempered opposition, was not an 
easy task. 
In 
fact, there _has been 
much 


floundering in the search for leadership.

If 
it does it lacks the power of direction which is 
supposed to abide with an oligarchy.

Charlie Chase, now prom- 


inently Identified with tho Oakland 
Advertising club was brought down 
from Sacramento to take over the 
work. 


EVUvS ARE CORRECTED. 


A. C. Agnew, first attorney for the 


bureau, related some of the inci- 
dents of tho bureau's early history. 
He. told of how the investigators 
discovered a. local merchant adver- 
tising a fur coat that was apparent- 
ly not of the quality a.dvertised. In 
order to make a proper investigation 
it was necessary to purchase the coat, 
which.-was marked at $385. Where 
to get the money for such an under- 
problem, ho said. 
After several 


meetings the money was raised be- 
tween individuals, and the coat was 
purchased. It was found to be dyed 
muskrat and not genuine seal skin, 
as advertised. 
"Luckily," ho said, 


"the merchant saw his mistake and 
gave back our money." 


Another instance related by Agnew 


was the investigation of a. firm of 
.bond brokars who were spreading 
propaganda intended to decrease the 
value of liberty bonds. Consequent- 
ly the firm was buying bond,s from 
the poorer class of people for about 
60 per cent of their real value. Again 
the problem of raising funds arose. 
In order to secure evidence it was 
necessary to purchase bonds and sell 
them to the bond lirm. 
This was 


finally duiic, trut no loss was suf- 
fered by the individuals, as the firm 
made good the face value of the 
bonds, and got out of town. 


"The Better Business Bureau does 


not occupy the same category as a 
policeman,", Agnew said. "It is mere- 
ly a guardian, functioning to save 
tile" people against their own fol)y. 
Investigate b'efore you invest is a 
good motto," 


SQUARE DEAL AS MOTTO. 
Agnew declared that the motto 


"My City Oakland" is a selfish one 
and should be done away with. "A 
new motto should be1 adopted," he 
said, "which would not be egotisti- 
cal, . but of a broader scope than 
the present one."

He l{nows thai he can buy a home on the easy payment plan and save 


about 40 per cent of his rent money every month, yel, Mr. Foolish continues

year after year to rent, and give all of his rent money io a landlord. 


Landlords who ffeep rents high are, perhaps, rendering a public service io 


the extent that they are thus doing their part to increase the number of home 


owners. Many rent-payers seemingly shut their eyes to the generally under- 


stood fact that home owners in. every community socially and in business and 


banking circles, are looked up to and regarded as leading citizens.

I was there frequently 
and studied the entire personnel of 
both houses. 
Among the women 


there were r.o orators, no bril- 
liancy in their arguments, but let 
me say with emphasis that their 
speeches were Better than not a 
few of the men, their reasoning 
just as sound, their understanding 
of the proWema equally as good, 
and from the point of view o" gen- 
eral intellioCtH'"e. responsiveness to 
the publie welfare, they wc-re a 
far great"!- credit . to their con- 
stituents, and the State of Cali- 
fornia than were some of the men 
who served in either'the house or 
upper house.

Uept them thp same women, they 
were before they entered public 
life save that it broadened their 
minds and made them better citi- j 
xens.
